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S my fair Countrywomen are, 
next to our happy |Con/fitution in 
Church and State, the tendereft 
Objects of my Care; my A- 
larms rife in Proportion, when- 
ever I hear them accus’d, or e- 
ven fufpeéted of any thing that 
might leflen the Regard, which 
I with, that all Mankind fhould have for them. 
I confider them not only as the amiable, but as the 
eficient Part of this Nation; I know all the Co- 
pioufnefs of their Oratory to perfuade, all the Ve- 
hemence of it to enforce, and all the Power and 
Efficacy of their Action to prevail: And while 
they remain firm in the Interefts of their Country, 
for my own Part, I fhall not fear what Aan can 
do unto It. 

In thefe Sentiments, with Regard to my dear 
Countrywomen, my Concern was inexprefible, 
when I heard them lately accus’d, of the follow- 
ing high Crimes and Mifdemeanors.

them had, deliberately, and with Malice propente,

3d, That fome had us’d even Ari, in order to 
hneivhten the natural, or to aflume a borrow’d Yel- 
low; thereby debafine, and as far as in them lay, 
dettroying that ineftimable ConsrTiruTIONAL 
Wuitre AND Rep, for which this Nation has, 
in all Times, been fo juftly celebrated. he 

Thefe Articles were of too heinous a Nature, 
to pals without further Examination 5 I therefore 
refoly’d to enquire moft minutely into the Truth 
of them, in order to juftify injur’d Innocence, 
or humbly to reprefeut, and gently to admonish if 
i found Guilt.

Thus far my Enquiries turn’d out greatly to ms 
own Satisfaction, and to the Honour of my Coun- 
trywomen: But I ftill refolv’d to go farther, and 
to fitt an Affair of this Confequence to the Lot- 
tom, by getting the beft Information I could, 
from the moft celebrated Mantua- Makers. 

Wherefore 1 addrefs’d myiclf to thoie eminent

known Zeal for the true Intereft and Honour of 
their Country, would, 1 was fure, incline them

Tor Example, there was one Lady who 
was thought to have meant very ill to her Coun- 
try, by producing a very yellow Face, when, to 
my certain Knowledge, nothing was neglected 
that Mofning to have whiten’d it if poflible, tho’ 
without Effect ; and there was another of my Cuf 
tomers whofe Gown and Skin being exactly of the 


-fame deep Yellow, was fufpected of being a ‘Vime- 


ferver, but who in Truth having a Turn to Ro- 
mances and Poetry, meant nothing more by it, 
than to make the beft of a bad Bargain, avai/ her- 
felf of her Completion and reprefent Aurora, in 
her Saffron+Colour’d Rabe, 

‘Thus, Sir, continued fhe, you fee how the moft 
innocent Actions, may he mifprefented, and how 
a Lady’s public as well as private Character may be 
afpers’d ; whereas in my Confcience I believe, that 
both in the Cloaths and the Lovers that nine in 
ten of them wear, the becoming Part, is principally 
confider’d. 

Upon fuch authentic Informations as thefe, I 
not only acquitted my Countrywomen in my own 
Mind, but thought mylelf in Juftice oblig’d, to 
acquit them to the Public too, and declare them 
upon my Hondur, Not Guilty, of the above-imen- 
tion’d high Crimes and Mifdemeanours,

ufed his utmoft Endeavours to find out fome Me- 
thod for reftoring Peace and Tranquility to the 
Subjects of the Ecclefiaflical State, he flatter’d him- 
{elt that his Cares and Pains had, at laft, brought 
the Point to bear; fince his laft Difpatches from 
Madrid, and the Spanifh Army, authorized him to 
make the following Propofition: That, out of re- 
gard to the Holy See, the Spaniards were ready to 
evacuate its Territories in 14 Days, provided the 
Auftrians would do the fame Thing; and that he 
made no doubt fo reafonable a Demand would, as 
it deferv’d, be readily complied with. 

We very eafily apprehend, that this Language 
of the Cardinal Minitter of Spain and Naples, is 
an humble Imitation of the Stile of the French, 
when they quitted the Empire ; but as it is of very 
little Confequence to the Pope, whether he is in- 
debted for this Favour to the Valour of the Au- 
ftrians, or to any other Caufe whatever, his Holi- 
nefs has written in very prefling Terms to her 
Hungarian Majefty, befecching her to confent to 
the Propofition made by the Cardinal Aquaviva, 
aad allow the Spanifh Troops to retire into the 
Kingdom of Naples, till the Situation of the Times 
will allow them to be tranfported back to their own 
Country. We expect the Return of this Courier 
with great Impatience, tho’ we have no great Rea- 
fon to hope that the Court of Vienna will come in- 
to this Meafure, fince our laft Advices from Fano 
inform us, that the Englifh Men of War being ar- 
riv’d on this Coaft, Prince Lobkowitz had made 
fuch Difpofitions as ina Week’s Time would, in 
ull Probability, force the Spaniards to fight upon 
very unequal Terms, or to furrender Prifoners of 
War. 

Genoa, Dec. 11. The Government feems re- 
folv’d not to part with Final for any Confideration ; 
{ince the Lofs of that "Town, and of the Terri- 
tory belonging to it, would foon deftroy the Li- 
berty and the Trade of this Country. Great Pains 


have been taken to reprefent the Republick. as, 


partial to the Spaniards ; but no Charge was ever 
more unjuft than this. Several Facts alledg’d againft 
her are utterly falfe; fome mifreprefented, and o- 
thers not at all ineonfiftent with her moft exaé& 
Neutrality. All the World is Witnefs of the 
great Refpect and Attention fhewn at all Times by 
the Republick to his Britannick Majefty, and to 
the Englifh Nation, efpecially in the pretent War, 
The French and the Spaniards, in their Turn, 
have reprefented the Republick as being quite in 
the Intereft of the Allies; but the Truth is, that 
ihe has never deviated from her conftant Maxims of 
the moft {tri€t Neutrality ; her only Care being to 
make her Ports and her Dominions equally ufeful 
to all Nations, let them be in Peace or at 
War. 
SPAIN. 

Madrid, Dec. 3. We were right in our Con- 
jecture, with refpect to the Sufpenfion of Hoftili- 
lities avainft the Englifh, which extends no far- 
ther than immediately in the Streights from Ceuta 
to Gibraltar. 

GERMAN Y. 

Vienna, Dec. 11. The Affair of the Marquis 
de Botta having been differently reprefented in fo- 
reign News Papers, it is thought proper to give 
the following authentick Detail of that important 
Bufinefs. The firft Complaint againft the Mar- 
quis was couched in general Terms, but was foon 
after more fully explained. All that the Queen 
hath done in this Affair, is remitting to the Court 
of Petersburgh the Examinations and Depofitions of 
the faid Marquis; but fhe has neither condemned 
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nor difcharged him, tho’ her Majefty is certainly 
the fole judge in this Matter. In order to that, 
it is neceflary that the Depolitions of the State 
Prifoners in Ruffia, fo much talked of, fhould be 
tranfmitted hither. All the Papers that have yet 
come to Hand, amount to no more than the kx- 
tract of feven Examinations; in which the Per- 
fons accufed fay, that they were encouragad in their 
treacherous Defigns by the faid Marquis. In an- 
{wer to thefe, he has not only declared, but de- 
pofed, that Three of thefe Perfons are utterly un- 
known to him; and that Two more are only 
known to him by Sight, fo that: it is abfolutely 
impoffible he fhould be guilty of what they charge 
him with. This Morning, indeed, the Ruflian 
Minifter received a Courier, who is faid to have 
brought him all the Depofitions relating to this 
Affair ; upon which the Marquis will be again in- 
terrogated in two or three Days.
